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INTRODUCTION. 


A  VERY  great  change  in  the  aspect  of  Cookham  Parish 
was  effected  about  the  year  1845  by  the  enclosure  of  the 
large  open  Common  Fields  under  the  Common  Fields 
Enclosure  Act ;  and,  sanctioned  by  the  same  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, exchanges  were  effected  which  resulted  in  the 
removal  of  many  old  boundaries,  and  a  readjustment  of 
field  divisions.  With  this  readjustment  there  disappeared 
a  number  of  names  ;  or,  if  these  were  retained,  it  was  often 
under  conditions  by  which  they  were  robbed  of  their  sig- 
nificance. 

As  field  and  place  names  afford  from  time  to  time  to  a 
certain  extent  a  history  of  the  locality,  it  seemed  worth 
the  pains  to  perpetuate  those  which  the  enclosure  had 
silenced  by  giving  their  place  on  the  Parish  Ordnance 
Map.  This  was  made  the  easier  from  the  fact  that  some 
few  years  prior  to  the  enclosure  a  survey  of  the  Parish 
had  been  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  Tithe  Commuta- 
tion, which  afforded  not  only  a  list  of  names  then  in  use, 
but  showed  their  actual  location  on  the  Map  or  Plan  pre- 
pared at  the  same  time.  (With  but  two  or  three  excep- 
tions, names  adopted  since  that  time  have  not  been 
noticed.) 

This  was  the  first  and  chief  object  ;  but  in  the  second 
place  there  seemed  to  be  some  interest  in  ascertaining 
which  amongst  these  names,  either  as  modernised  words 
or  corruptions  of  the  old  names,  could  be  traceable  to  such 
as  were  in  use  in  earlier  times. 

A  survey  of  the  manor  made  in  the  year  1 609  for  King 
James  I.  greatly  helped  in  this  ;  and,  compared  with  the

more  recent  list,  shows  the  changes  of  names  which  had 
occurred  between  the  commencement  of  the  seventeenth 
and  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  centuries.  With  the 
means  now  available,  the  sites  to  which  many  of  the  old 
names  belonged  are  not  traceable  ;  but  the  names  have 
been  given  with  the  dates  of  their  occurrence  and  how 
they  appeared  ;  unless  it  be  in  the  1 609  survey,  when  this 
last  is  omitted. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  whilst  a  large  number  of 
place  names  are  acquired  from  those  of  owners  or  occu- 
piers, yet  in  the  earlier  times  these  owners  or  occupiers  had 
gained  their  names  from  the  places.  And  so  one  is  led 
on  in  the  third  instance  to  try  and  ascertain  the  origin  of 
these  place  names. 

The  localising  on  the  Ordnance  Map  the  names  in  use 
at  the  time  of  the  Tithe  Commutation  Survey  is,  I  trust, 
fairly  accurate,  and  so  I  believe  is  the  connection  between 
old  and  new  names. 

For  the  derivation  of  the  names  I  am,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  indebted  to  '  Words  and  Places,'  by  the  Rev. 
Isaac  Taylor,  and  to  '  Traces  of  History  in  the  Names  of 
Places,'  by  Flavell  Edmunds  ;  more  especially  to  the  latter 
work.  As  to  the  correctness  of  my  conclusions  there  will, 
no  doubt,  be  differences  of  opinion.  For  recording  any 
such  criticisms  or  for  corrections  and  additions  there  are 
added  a  few  blank  leaves  ;  and  if,  as  it  is  hoped,  these  be 
made  use  of,  one  object  for  printing  this  record  will  have 
been  effected. 

Old  deeds  of  property  in  the  possession  of  many  would 
probably  yield  both  a  number  of  fresh  names,  and  afford  a 
clue  to  the  locality  of  some  of  the  old  names  that  are  yet 
unplaced.

A  L  D  E  B  U  R Y.  A.D.  1324.  Messuage  in  Cocham  granted 
to  John  le  Spencer  called  Aldebury.  (Inq.  qd.  damn.) 
See  North  Moor. 

Probably  called  Aldebury,  or  sometimes  Oldebury, 
in  contra-distinction  to  the  Cookham  village  Bury, 
which  is  sometimes  styled  the  Viccaridge  Berry.  See 
The  Berrys. 

AJX  1415.  William  Louch  bequeaths  land  at  Oldebury. 
(COOKHAM  WILLS). 

Aid  from  eald,  old,  and  Burgh  or  Bury,  E.,  from 
"  burg"  a  fortification  (Edm.).

Francis  Dell,  a 
labourer,  passing  that  way,  found  the  farmer,  his  son, 
and  four  horses  dead. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  disaster  \vas  published 
at  the  time,  in  a  broadside,  by  John  Harding,  at  the 
"  Bible  and  Anchor  "  in  Newport  Street,  near  Leicester 
Fields,  London. 

Alville  or  Eldfield  Hatche  was  situated  at  the 
upper  part  of  Nightingale  Place,  or  between  that  and 
Cookham  Rise.

The  "  Saracen's  Head  "  property, 

Maidenhead,  is  appointed  Reeve  for  Assons. 
BABHAM'S   END.      The    ancient    family    of   Babham 

were  the  owners  for  several  centuries.     The  land  of 

Babham's  End  extended  on  the  south  to  the  ford  in 

the  river  Thames  where  the  old  highway  crossed  it. 

Did  the  Babhams  derive  their  name  from  the  property, 

"  Babba-ham,"  or  were  they  descendants  of  an  old 

Saxon  family  ?

BACK  LANE,  MAIDENHEAD.  Now  called  West 
Street.  It  connects  the  Cookham  and  Marlow  roads. 
At  some  thirty  yards  from  the  Cookham  road  it  was 
crossed  by  the  old  roadway  from  Braywick  to  Cock- 
marsh,  described  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kerry  in  his  '  History 
of  Bray.'

It  belonged  A.D.  1432  to  Sir 
Thomas  Bardolf,  Knt. 

Bardolfs  now  forms  a  part  of  Great  Bartley. 

BARE  LEAZE.  A.D.  1561.  A  Close  called  Bare  Leaze, 
belonging  to  Arthur  Babham  (c.  C.  R.). 

BARLEY  CLOSE.  A.D.  1609.  A  part  of  Lawrences, 
belonging  to  the  Canons  of  Windsor.  Now  a  portion 
of  John's  Close. 

Barley  is  probably  a  corruption  of  Bardolf. 

BARN  CLOSE.  A.D.  1609.  Part  of  Bullox.  See 
Barn  Close,  White  Place.

A  mound  in  Bartle  Mead  supposed  to  be  a  very 
ancient  tumulus,  when  examined  in  the  year  1883 
by  Dr.  Stevens  and  Mr.  Rutland,  yielded  remains  of 
articles  for  domestic  use,  which  proved  to  be  no 
earlier  than  the  fourteenth  century,  and  having  no 
connection  with  either  Saxon  or  Danes. 

The  adjoining  meadow,  O.  M.  NO.  498,  is  the  sup- 
posed site  of  a  battle  between  the  Royalists  and 
Parliamentarians,  and  cannon  balls  (or  a  cannon 
ball)  of  that  period  having  been  unearthed  at  White 
Place  affords  some  ground  for  the  tradition.  The 
roadway,  which  not  many  years  before  this  had  been 
the  highway  from  London  to  Oxford,  crossed  the 
river  by  a  ford  at  this  spot.  It  is  noticeable  that  it 
is  in  the  Commonwealth  Survey  only  that  the  name 
Battlinge  appears.

For 
centuries  rushes  were  used  very  largely  for  domestic 
purposes,  and  until  quite  recent  years  we  had  bass 
brooms  and  rush  lights.

An  area  of  eight  acres  amongst  thirteen  owners.  It 
was  severalled  for  haytime,  and  held  by  the  joint 
owners  in  common  of  pasturage  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  It  is  a  low-lying  piece  of  ground  yield- 
ing rushes,  but  not  abundantly,  as  it  would  have  in 
former  years  when  not  so  well  drained.

It  was 
situate  in  some  part  of  Maidenhead.

So  that  it 
would  have  been  a  part  of  Odney.  Bare  Leaze  ? 

BEECHEN  GROVE.  A.D.  1609.  Belonged  to 
Weldon.  See  Beechen  Grove,  Cannon  Court. 

BEECHEN  GROVE  CLOSE.  A.D.  1609.  Part  of 
the  Manor  of  Pinkneys.  See  Beeching  Grove, 
Pinkneys. 

BEECHEN  GROVE  WOOD.  A.D.  1609.  Part  of 
the  Manor  of  Pinkneys.  See  Beeching  Grove, 
Pinkneys. 
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BEECHEN  GROVE  WOOD.  A.D.  1609.  Belonged 
to  Weldon.  See  Beechen  Grove,  Cannon  Court.

BERRY.  A.D.  1 609.  Bury,  Burgh,  E.t  from  burg,  a  for- 
tification (Edm.).  From  the  Anglo-Saxon  burh  or 
byrig^  an  earthwork  (Taylor).  See  The  Berrys. 

BERRYS,  THE.  T.  M.  NO.  23550.  M.  NO.  195.  The 
ground  in  this  enclosure  lies  higher  than  most  of  that 
surrounding  it.  See  Viccaridge  Berry. 

BIGFRITH.     A.D.  1609.     "  An  open  wood  and  common  ; 
by  estimation  200  acres,  well  set  with  young  beech, 
which  the  tenants  preserve  in  their  own  right." 
A.D.  1321.       Bigfrith  occurs  in  an  Inq.  ad  quod  damn, 
held  14  Ed.  2nd. 

Frith  B,  said  by  Camden  to  be  a  wood  (Edm.). 
Frith,  a  wood,  occurs  in  Chaucer  (Bailey).  Frith, 
Saxon  "  peace,"  signifies  a  wood  held  to  be  sacred 
and  a  sanctuary  ;  thus  its  distinction  from  Hurst  and 
Holt  (Bailey).

The  field  known 
as  the  "  Six  Acres  Maidenhead  Lane,"  T.  M.  NO.  715, 
which  adjoined  it,  was  an  old  enclosure  fenced  with 
a  hedge  on  the  north-west  and  south,  and  divided  from 
Halldore  on  the  east  by  a  wide  and  steep  mere  balk, 
on  which  a  number  of  blackthorn  stubbs  and  bushes 
evidenced  the  existence  of  a  hedge  at  some  former 
period.  The  steepness  of  the  mere  balk  indicated 
that  the  land  on  the  east  had  been  lowered  from  it 
by  centuries  of  ploughing — itself  remaining  un- 
ploughed.  This  was  probably  the  field  where  the 
working  oxen  of  the  hamlet  were  turned  out  at 
night  to  pasture  (Prothero,  '  Pioneers  of  Farming  ; ' 
Seebohm, '  Village  Communities '),  and  it  is  the  more 
probable  as  the  name  of  an  old  enclosure  on  the 
opposite  side  of  Maidenhead  Lane  is  called  Plaistows 
(See  Plaistows).  Halldoor  being  that  part  of  Ham 
Field  abreast  of  the  old  enclosure  would  from  it 
acquire  a  distinguishing  name  ;  just  as  in  other 
arable  fields  in  which  portions  of  them  have  distinct 
names  in  connection  with  enclosures  abutting  on 
them.

When 
in  the  year  1845  the  roadway  from  the  top  of 
Maidenhead  Lane  was  straightened  by  carrying  it 
through  the  nine-acre  field,  all  the  elm  trees,  save  the 
few  now  remaining,  were  cut  down.

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as  of  Cardiff  was  proved  by  his  widow,  Lady 
Margaret  Herbert,  and  his  son-in-law,  Sir  William 
Dodington,  on  the  1 2th  December,  AJX  1617.  Two 
other  executors,  named  Francis  Morrice  and  John 
Rogers,  renounced  probate. 

Lady  Margaret  Herbert  probably  lived,  after  his 
death,  altogether  at  Harwoods.  By  her  will  she 
desires  to  be  buried  without  any  manner  of  pomp, 
and  she  leaves  £S  to  be  distributed  amongst  the 
poorest  of  Cookham.  Sir  William  Dodington  is  her 
sole  executor,  and  one  of  the  witnesses  to  her  signa- 
ture is  George  Garrard.  In  the  Cookham  burial 
register  (Steele's  copy)  is  the  burial  of  Ladie  Margaret 
Hurbert  3rd  March,  A.D.  1625.

Inwood  would  probably  have  been  exempt  from 
the  rights  of  the  tenants,  whether  permanent  or 
special,  to  fell  timber,  either  for  building,  fencing,  or 
firewood,  until  the  large  wood  to  the  south  of  it — 
Le  Thickette — had  become  exhausted  of  timber 
trees.  When,  to  satisfy  the  acquired  rights  of  the 
tenants,  the  Lord  had  to  give  up  Inwood  for  this 
purpose,  a  rapid  clearing  of  the  timber,  and,  owing 
to  an  increased  number  of  inhabitants,  probably  a 
larger  quantity  of  cattle  turned  out  to  graze,  would 
effectually  prevent  the  growth  of  underwood  ;  the 
land  becoming,  and  remaining,  simply  pasture  ground. 
Whilst  the  timber  having  been  felled  more  slowly  on 
the  Thickette  a  dense  growth  of  underwood  had  fol- 
lowed, giving  rise  to  the  name. 

The  north  or  enclosed  portion  of  Inwood  remained 
coppice  (see  Coppice  Farm)  under  the  care  of  the 
Woodward,  whose  dwelling  and  small  cleared  holding 
lay  immediately  above  and  contiguous  to  it.  And 
this  coppice  was  probably  the  last  charge  of  a  manor 
official,  whose  post  in  earlier  times  must  have  been 
of  no  little  importance.

The  wording  runs  thus  ;  "  The  Guardian,  Burgess, 
and  Common  Council  of  the  Village  of  Maidenhead." 
The  term  village  may  probably  be  accounted  for  in 
that  Maidenhead  was  not  a  distinct  parish.  It  lies 
partly  in  Cookham,  partly  in  Bray,  these  parishes 
being  separated  by  the  London  and  Western  Road, 
of  which  the  main  street  of  Maidenhead  forms  a 
part ;  Cookham  lies  on  the  north,  Bray  on  the  south. 
The  name  of  Maidenhead  has  given  rise  to  the  myth 
that  here  was  buried  the  head  of  one  of  the  eleven 
thousand  martyred  Virgins  of  Cologne.  And  this 
Cologne  legend  of  St.  Ursula  seems  to  have  arisen  from 
a  clerical  error  in  the  calendar,  by  which  the  name  of 
St.  Undecemilla,  virgin  martyr,  appears  as  Undecem 
millia  Virg.  Mart.  But  "  Maidenhythe,  the  ancient 
form  of  the  name,  shows  that  it  was  the  midway 
wharf  between  Marlow  and  Windsor  "  (Isaac  Taylor). 

"  Maidenhead,  E.,  corrupted  from  Maidenhithe,  the 
Virgin  Mary's  port "  (Edm.). 

The  late  Colonel  Cooper  King,  in  his  '  History  of 
Berkshire,'  says  it  was  "  called  Maidenhuth  in  the 
year  1288,  and  Maydenhead  in  the  year  1500. 
Partly  derived  from  '  hithe '  a  wharf  for  timber. 
It  may  have  been  also  partly  derived  from  the 
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Mai  dun  or  great  hill   of  Taplow   on  the  opposite 

bank."

North  Moor  is  a  meadow  surrounded  by  water  save 
at  a  portion  of  the  west  side  where  was  the  entrance 
to  the  entrenchments.  Its  situation  and  character 
warrant  the  inference  that  the  Manor  of  Ellington 
obtained  its  name  here  ;  Ey,  island  ;  Ing,  meadow  ; 
Ton,  settlement.  The  earthworks  prove  it  to  have 
been,  at  all  events,  a  military  settlement ;  and  it  is  a 
meadow  fenced  in  by  water.  This  fortification  may 
have  had  some  connection  with  the  large  Romano- 
British  settlement  of  Wellhousefield.

Winter,  E.,  the  British  gwent,  bright,  became  the 
Roman  venta,  and  Saxonised  naturally  into  Winter 
(Edm.). 

Winter  Hill,  from  its  position  catching  the  early 
morning  sun,  would  be  the  bright  hill. 

In  Kerry's  Bray  the  name  Windounhull  occurs  in 
connection  with  Boyne  Hill  farm,  which  was  a  part 
of  the  Manor  of  Ives,  which  manor  at  one  time 
belonged  to  Queen  Anne  (of  Cleves),  and  the  farm 
was  in  the  tenure  of  the  Monks  of  Bisham.  Now 
the  Prior  of  Bustleham  Monastery,  Berks,  according 
to  the  Augmentation  Office  Surveys,  ff  Henry  the 
8th,  held  of  the  Lady  Anne,  Queen  of  England,  a 
certain  tenement  in  Cokeham  called  Stonehouse  (see 
Stonehouse)  and  certain  lands  in  Cokeham  called 
Hollande,  or  the  hill  land,  and  possibly  the  name 
Windounhull  may  have  become  mixed  up,  or  it  may 
have  been  applied  both  to  Boyne  Hill  and  Winter 
Hill.
